HOW HE GOT KIPLING 


A REPORTER'S TUSSLE TO INTERVIEW 


THE GREAT AUTHOR. 


After an Unavailiaff Exhibition of 


Impudent Nerve t!ie Effort Succeed- 
ed by Tnrnlnc the Conversation to 
the Snbjeet of Soldiering. 


"When Rudyard Kipling first visited 


this country, he had a short, sharp and 
decisive pose to which he clung tenacious- 
ly," said » Chicago newspaper man, "and 
I was sent down to Kipling's hotel to pick 
a bit of talk out of him when he struck 
Chicago on his way from San Francisco to 
New York. He wasn't quite such a big gun 
then as he is now, but he was big enough. 
All the way from the coast t-o Chicago the 
reporters he had met had been hammering 
him as a case of a remarkably bright 
young wan afflicted with elephantiasis of 
tho sfcxilL I concluded that all of this 
•njvil chorus nmslc made by the reporters 
JSypling; had met was unjust 
I had such 


*vn opinion of my own interviewing skill 
tiiat I would have been willing to lay bet- 
ter than even money that I'd succeed in 
getting a corking, redhot talk out of tha 
young East Indian. 


"He got into Chicago at 4 o'clock in the 


afternoon, too late for the hotel reporters 
for the afternoon papers to get in a talk 
with him. 
Kipling put up at the Riche- 


lieu, and I sent my card up to him about 
7 o'clock In tho evening After about live 
minutes a young man wearing a very 
baggy suit of clothes and the bumiuest 
black derby hat I ever saw got off tho 
elevator and shambled, into the hotel lob- 
by. I knew the young man was Kipling 
He looked about the same then as he does 
now — same bulldog, rock of Gibraltar 
jaw, 
stubby mustache, searching eyes and 


general look of Blouchiness. 


"He had my card in his hand as he en- 


tered tho hotel lobby. He seemed to re- 
gard tho card as* great curiosity. He ex- 
amined it from all points of view, walked 
over to the window front of the hotel and 
scrutinized it from top to bottom; held it 
out at arm's length, and ecemud to have 
all kinds of difficulty in arriving at a de- 
termination what the deuce the card 
meant. I walked over to where he was 
fumbling with the card at the window 
front. 


"•Mr. Kipling?' I said. 
"He turned upon me sharply. Ho looked 


mo in the eyes. Then ho lowered his eyes 
to my feet and began a slow study of mo 
from my shoes up. 
When his eyes ilnally 


reached tho point of my chin, ho looked at 
my twisted card in his hand and snid in a 
short, choppy voice: 


"'Uui — what if I ant? I don't know 


you. 
Did you send mo this card?' 


"I admitted the soft impeachment. 
•'•I am just after being hurtled down 


here by my city editor to find out what 
you think about the world, tho flesh and 
the devil,' I said. 'Go ahead. Let's have 
it. Cough up. Any old thing you say will 
do.'

kid,

precocity, instead of being at a premium, 
us It seems to bo over hero, is a social 
vice. "The world, tho flesh andthedevil?" 
Haven't you got any hoary patriarchs here 
to whom you can put that question?' 


"'Slows of 'em,' I replied. 'But they 


haven't written books about the doings of 
Hulvimey, Ortheris and Ixiaroyd. That 
stull of yours is pretty good— that Is, it 
Isn't half-bad. 
You're of the improving 


sort, I think, and you'll probably do somo 
very decent work later on, when you got 
next to yourself,.'

miii Harrison died at 4:45 o'clock 


yesterday afternoon without rt-gainiug 
consciousness. 
His death was quiet 


and painless, there being a gradual 
•unking until the end came, which was 
marked by a single gasp for breath as 
life departed from the budy of the 
STC-.II statesman. The relatives;, with a 
few exceptions, and several of his old 
and tried friends were at the former 
president's bedside when he passed 
away. 


The general's condition was so bad 


yesterday morning after a restless 
night that the attending physicians un- 
derstood that the end could not be far 
off, and all bulletins sent out from the 
sickroom were to this effect, so that the 
family and friends were prepared when 
the final blow came. 


Kews of the death spread quickly 


through1 the city, and several of the 
more intimate friends at once hurried 
to the Harrison home. The word was 
flashed from the bulletins of all the 
newspapers and thus communicated to 
the people on their way home in the 
evening. The announcement produced 
the greatest sorrow. Within n few mo- 
ments the Sags on all the public build- 
Ings and most o'f the down town busi- 
ness blocks were at half mast, and oth- 
er outward manifestations of mourning 
were made. 


None of General Harrison's children 


was present at his death. 
Neither 


Colonel Russell Harrison nor Mrs. Mc- 
Kee had reached the city, although 
both were hurrying on their way. 


At Ht» Bedside. 


Elizabeth. Geneiai Harrison's little 


daughter, had been taken from the 
sickroom by her nurse before the end 
came. 
The group at the bedside in- 


cluded Mrs. Harrison, William H. H. 
ililler, Samuel ilillcr, his son; the Rev. 
Dr. SI. L. Haines, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian 
church, which General 


Harrison had attended for many years; 
Secretary Tibbett, Drs. Jameson and 
Dorsey, Colonel Daniel 51. Ransdell, 
sergeant-at-arms of the United States 
senate and a -close personal friend of 
the dead man; Clifford Arrick and the 
two nurses who have been in constant 
attendance. 
General Harrison's two 


sisters and an aunt also were present, 
ilrs. Harrison i nelt at the right hand 
side of the bed, her husband's right 
hand grasped in hers, while Dr. Jame- 
son held the left hand of the dying 
man, 
counting the feeble pulse beats. 


In a few moments after the friends 


had been called to the room the end 
came, Dr. Jameson announcing the sad 
fact. 
The great silence that fell on 


the sorrowing watchers by the bedside 
was broken by the voice of Dr. llalnes 
raised in prayer, supplicating consola- 
tion for the bereaved wife.and family. 


General Harrison had been uncon- 


scious for hours before his death. One 
of the most pathetic incidi'uts of the 
whole illness of the general occurred 
on Tuesday before he became uncon- 
scious. The general's little daughter, 
Elizabeth, was brought into the sick- 
room for a few moments to see her 
father and offered him a small apple 
pfe which she herself had made. Gen- 
eral Harrison smiled his recognition of 
the ehild and her gift, but the effort to 
speak was too much, and he could -lo 
nothing more to express his apprecia- 
tion. 


Funeral on Sunday. 


The funeral of the former president 


•will take place next Sunday afternoon 
«t 2 o'clock. The services will be held 
in the First Presbyterian church, of

ber for nearly 50 years. The Rev. Dr. 
M. L. Haiues, pastor of the church, 
will have charge of the services.

Though he did not secure a majority 


of the popular vote. General Harrison 
secured 233 electoral votes to 1CS for 
Cleveland. 
The state of New York 


elected David B. Hill, a Democrat, as 
governor, but gave Harrison lO.OfX) plu- 
rality. Had that state given its elec- 
toral vote to Cleveland Harrison would 
have been defeated. President Harri- 
son was inaugurated on March 4, 1SS9, 
amid a drizzling rain. 


The chief event in Benjamin Harri- 


son's administration was the passage 
of the McKinley bill, a high tariff meas- 
ure. 
William McKinley. chairman of 


the ways and means committee of con- 
gress, had drawn it, and it became a 
law after bitter opposition by the Dem- 
ocrats. 


While he was president there were 


controversies with Chile, Italy aud 
Great Britain. His chief rival for the 
nomination, James G. Elaine, was his 
secretary of state, but he did not serve 
out his term, resigning in 1S92. 
He 


died soon afterward. 


Tito Beuth of His Wife. 


During his administration Mrs. Har- 


rison died, a victim of consumption. 


Upon retiring from the presidency 


General Harrison was retained by the 
late Senator Stanford of California to 
deliver a series of lectures at Stanford 
university upon constitutional law. 


In April, 189G. General Harrison 


married again, his bride being Mrs. 
Mary L. Dimrnock. a niece of his first 
wife. With his second marriage Mr. 
Harrison took a new interest in life. 
He took up golf a~fl played the game 
with vim and entlu.^.asm, though well 
past the 60 mark. Once more he mount- 
ed the platform to deliver speeches. 


In 1S99 President McKinley appoint- 


ed him a member of the Venezuelan 
commission to settle the difficulty with 
Great Britain by arbitration, and he 
spent some time in Europe on that er- 
rand, the commission meeting in Paris. 


Benjamin Harrison as a lawyer was 


well summed up by his political oppo- 
nent, Vice President Hemiricks, who 
said: 


"I have met few lawyers in the coun- 


try Tvith Benjamin Harrison's capacity 
to get at the naked, learal truth of an 
issue. His mind shoots through the 
underbrush of verbiage and irrelevant 
testimony like a rifle ball and hits the 
bullseye of dispute." 


Besides his son, Russell B. Harrison, 


and his baby. Elizabeth, there vpas one 
other child, a daughter, Mary, who mar- 
ried .Tames R. McKee. of Indianapolis, 
a shoe dealer. Their child, "Baby" Mc- 
Kee, was one of the picturesque fig- 
ures of the White House during Pres- 
ident Harrison's administration.

McKinley and Secretary Cortel- 


you. The party will stop at Canton 
for a day or more, and Mrs. McKinley 
will remain there while the president 
aud Mr. Cortelyou proceed to Indian- 
apolis. The itinerary will be so ar- 
ranged as to enable the president to 
leave 
Canton Saturday night for 


Indianapolis and return immediately 
after the funeral. After a 'brief stop 
at Canton he will return to Washing- 
ton. It is not expected that any mem- 
bers of the cabinet will go. 


The president sent a telegram of con- 


dolence to Mrs. Harrison last night and 
will today issue a proclamation an- 
nouncing the death of the former presi- 
dent and expressing in an official way 
his deep sense of grief. 


This proclamation will direct the low- 


ering of the national flag on nil public 
buildings for 30 days and will direct 
the secretaries of war and the navy to 
make other regulations for the observ- 
ance of mourning on the day of the 
funeral at military posts, naval sta- 
tions aud on board men-of-war. 


These tributes to Mr. Harrison were 


uttered by national lenders last night:

death of Mr. Harrison is a national 
lo^s. Independent of the great otlicial 
I), 't'on he had held he was a mnn of 
extraordinary mental capacity nnd ac- 
tivity.

How Carnegie Marks His Re- 


tirement From Business. 


FIVE JOLLIOHS FOB EMPLOYEES.

Pittsburg, March- 14.— Two commu- 


nications from Andrew Carnegie just 
made public tell of the steel king's re- 
tirement from aetive business life and 
of his donation of $5,000,000 for the 
endowment of a fund for superannu- 
ated aud disabled employees of the 
Carnegie company. This benefaction 
is by far the largest of the many 
created by Mr. Carnegie and is prob- 
ably without a parallel anywhere in 
the world. This fund will in nowise 
interfere with the continuance of the 
savings fund established by the com- 
pany 15 years ago for the benefit of its 
employees. In this latter fund nearly 
$2,000,000 of the employees' savings 
are on deposit, on which the company. 
by contract, pays 6 per cent and loans 
money to the workmen to build their 
homes. Mr. Carnegie's first letter is 
addressed "to the good people of Pitt3- 
burg." It is as follows: 


"An. opportunity to retire from busi- 


ness came to me unsought which I 
considered it my duty to accept. My 
resolve was made in youth to retire 
before old age. From what I hare 
seen around me I cannot doubt the 
wisdom of this course, although the 
change is great, even serious, and sel- 
dom brings the happiness expected. 
But this was because so many, having 
abundance to retire upon, have so lit- 
tle to retire to. The fathers ia olden 
days taught that a man should have 
time before the end of his career for 
the 'peaking of his soul.' I have al- 
ways felt that old age should be spent, 
not, as the Scotch say, ia -making 
mickle aiair,' but in making a good 
use of what has been acquired, and I 
hope my friends of Pittsburg will ap- 
prove of my action m retiring while 
still in full health and vigor, and I can 
reasonably expect many years for use- 
fulness in fields which have other than 
personal aims.

"The pain of change and separation 


from business associations and em- 
ployees is indeed keen— associates who 
are at once the best of friends, em- 
ployees who are not only the best of 
workmen, but the most self respecting 
body of men which the world has to 
show.

'•But the separation, even from a 


business point of view.' is not absolute, 
since my capital remains in Pittsburg 
as before, and indeed I am now inter- 
ested in more mills there than ever ( 
and depend upon Pittsburg as hitherto 
for my revenue. 


"I shall have more time now to de- 


vote to the Institute and to the tech- 
nical school which are in the "higher 
domain of Pittsburgh life, and these I , 
have long seen to be my chief work, 
the field in which I can do the great- 
est, because the highest, good for 
Pittsburg.

MAKING OF SHERRY. 


The Interesting Manner la Which 


THi» Wine Is Manufactured. 


Sherry as a wine has never been so pop- 


ular in this country as in. Europe, although 
it enters very largely into the preparation 
of many drugs. Very little is generally 
known about the process of manufacture. 
According to a recent Spanish report, it 
is full oi interest. The grapes are taken 
to the corner of the presshouse and thrown 
into a press of primitive construction, con- 
sisting of a wooden trough about ten feet 
square, with a screw press in the center. 
The trough is fllled with 1,800 pounds of 
grapes, which ar.c then crushed by the feet 
of men wearing wooden clogs. The reason 
of this is that the weight of a man is jus-t 
sufficient to force out; the juice and nut 
enough to bruiso the skins or branches, 
which "would give a bitter flavor to the 
wine. 


The treading is carefully and method- 


ically done, each row coming in its turn 
under the crush of the sabot. After this 
first level pressing sulphate of lime is 
sprinkled over the mess. This is known 
a-. ''ycso:' and occurs as a pure earth in 
t'ro Jerez districts. This earth is added in 
tho proportion of 2}^ pounds to 1.800 
pounds of grapes. The average yield is 
abonfc 110 gallons for one. filling of the 
pri'ss. When the grapes have been troddiM 
several times, the screw press is u.i,ed. Tliu 
liquor is put away and fermented tor about 
three weeks, when it begins to clear and 
can be drawn off from the lees. In this' 
condition it is really a young wine and is 
given the name of "moto." As the wine 
matures it is placed in its special class. If 
it is a delicate, light vrine, it is known as 
"fino,'J_whilo if it should have a highly 
vinous charades it is classed as"oloroso." 
—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

grounds. A village is often situated in a 
certain location simply to be near good 
halibut banks. Hooks used in fishing for 
halibut are usually made of a fork of 
spruce root to which an iron barb has been 
lashed, the only change from the original 
being in tho iron barb which sometimes 
takes the place of the oue of bone used in 
the primitive hook. All bait is secured to 
the hook by means of a small cedar cord, 
which is neatly lashed about the hook 
when it is not in use. 


Halibut feed near the bottom of the sea 


The Indian has a method, as ingenious as 
it is rude, to keep his bait where it will be 
most tempting. 


Ho will tie a stone a few feet above the 


hook on his lino with a slip loop, which 
the halibut, in trying to get away, will 
twitch out, releasing the stone and giving 
the Indian warning that he can draw up 
his 50 or 100 pound halibut without tlie 
additional weight of the stone. Between 
the hook and the stone sinker is a wooden 
tloat whittled in the shape of a duck, 
which, in seeking to rise to the surface 
draws the hook up the proper distance 
from the bottom. 


Steel hooks made after these patterns 


have been on the market for many years, 
but the Indian has better success with his 
own. 


His cords and lines are his own produc- 


tion. They are made of cedar bark, split 
spruce roots, or kelp. The cedar bark is 
scraped from the tree with a bone shaped 
like a chopping knife. 


After soaking for several days, the bark 


is beaten into, shreds with a hammer made 
al,co of bone and picked into line threads, 
which aro twisted into cords by being 
rubbed between tho hand and the thigh. 
Cords of spruce roots split and twisted 
aroalso very strong, but those made of kelp 
are least valued.—Harper's Round Table

It is very rgrious, said tho old professor 


of physics, to See how many market gur-

remain hot inside. 


Xow, us a matter of fact, tho heat 


mechanism of a hothouse depends on a 
well known proposition in physics. I sup- 
pose you aro acquainted with tho fact that 
the energy from the sun travels in tho 
form of little waves. 


The eccrgy does not come down to us 


in straight lines; it comes, as it were, in 
a zigzag manner, dancing from side to 
side as it comes along. If these waves aro 
very short, light is the result; if they are 
a trifle longer, they take tho form of heat. 


If the light waves strike anything on 


the way down, they aro very apt to be 
made longer, or rather they are apt to be 
turned into heat. 
Now, tho waves which 


form light are so short that they will 
readily pass through glass, but tho waves 
which form heat arc so long that they will 
not pass through. 


Prom this, therefore, you may see why a 


hothouse remains hot. The energy from 
tho sun passes into the house through tho 
glass roof in tho form of light. Then it 
suikes tho objects in tho houso and is 
turned to heat. 


But this heat cannot pass out through 


the glass. Tho heat waves aro too long 
Po thought keeps coming in, aud tho heat 
keeps accumulating, and soon the hot- 
houses bccoinc very warm Indeed, even on 
tho coldest dnya In winter. 


Of course our dwelling houses aro heated 


by the sun in tho same way. Tho light 
comes in through the windows, but the 
hbufc cannot pat-a out.—Boston Globe.

Virgil of Ease Port'and found in French 
Gaklj, uear Gold Hill, Columbia county, 
Cal., in 1S57. 


"1 tell you," reniarted Mr. Virgil as 


hss eyes lighted up with tho peoollection of 
that famous llnd, "that was the event of 
a lifeiiaae and caused much excitement all 
over the country. Up to that time it was 
the largest nugget that had ever been un- 
covered iu California. It was a mere ac- 
cident, and some ono else might have been 
the lucky one. 
"I haid a partner named "West, and wo 


had been mining at French Gulch, but 
Were not doing much, aiul we decided 10 
go over to tho Fraser river, and we sold 
oat the very claim where I afterward 
found the big chunk of gold. Well, I went 
up north, but that did not pan out \vry 
well, jind 1 decided to return. West and I 
actually went bo;fc aud bought back onr 
old claim. We went to work again on the 
old ground. One day I was working away 
with my pick, taking out- pieces of dull 
red stone that was so light and porous 
hat it would float in water. "While I was 
igging in the stuff my pick struck soinc- 
tiing hard. I worked away and finally 
he lump was ea^iosed. My pick had 
reased one side, exposing the color of 
gold, I could not believe my eyes. I took 


ft my hat and threw it on tho ground 
nd then tried to lift the chunk, but it 
vas too heavy. It seemed fast to the earth. 
cut ray finger severely. I caDed to "West, 
nd as he came I thought I could hang my 
oat on his eyes. Miners gathered from 
all directions. 


It was a custom for a miner when ho 


omul a big nugget to sit down on it and 
vith a dish of beans wait till he could 
inako a safe disposition of it. In this case 
we formed a procession and took the chunk 
o tho express office, where the amazement 
if the officials was great indeed. The 
hunk of gold had some quartz in it, but- 
. received $11,750 for it. I suppose it must 
have been thrown where I found it from 
ame distance. I "acd others had passed 
over the place many times, but never 
[reamed that it was underneath. ^Vo sold 
lilt the claim, but it never paid very much 
afterward."—Portland Oregonian. :
